at once, too. The very full vote, and the un- 
usual length of the ticket, embracing in this 
city nearly thirty names, and in other por- 
tions of the State nearly as many, precluded 
anything like an early count of the 
vote, and the watchers. and waiters 
had to put up for some time 
with nothing more satisfactory than 
estimates received from people in various 
parts of the State. The press arrangements 
for receiving the returns were all that could 
be desired if there had been more returns to 
receive, and if the few that did turn up had 
come in with more promptness. 

THE RESULTS 
were received by the Associated Press from 
the several precincts, and then massed and 
bulletined to the country at large, and turned 
over to the press correspondents in a room 
set apart for their accommodation near 
by. 
Committees had separate rooms one 
floor down, where each received private 
dispatches from their friends throughout 
the State. When, along towards 10 o’clock, 
the thing got fairly started to working, the 
figures were called out from the Committee’s 
windows, and one side of the politically- 
mixed crowd below cheered or refrained 
from cheering as the result chimed in with 
their wishes and desires.

While twenty-four firemen were en- 
gaged on the roof of the building making open- 
ings through which to pour in streams of water, 
the roof gave way, precipitating cizhteen 
men into the burning débris below. By extraor- 
dinary exertions on the part of their comrades 
all were rescued. Twelve of the men were more 
or less injured, Fireman Bernhardt rather seri- 
ously. The firemen behaved throughout with 
great coolness and bravery. Marshal Petrie 
gallantly stood by his men until the last one was 
rescued. The loss on buildings and fixtures will 
be about $60,000, partly covered by insurance.

Kin Hawes made his political fortune at 
Springfield. His calm, logical, and gooa-tem- 
pered statement of the Fr rwell-Hall case made 
nim many acquaintances and friends througbout 
the State, and he has been constantly in demand 
as a stump-speaker during this campaign, though 
before little known outside of the city. He 
has made some thirty speeches in Iilinoia, The 
last was in Quincy Saturday to the largest audi- 
ence gathered in that city this year. The Whig 
says: “It was an able effort, weil worthys the 
cordial reception it received.” In the course of 
his speech, Mr. Hawes gave a leaf out of his bi- 
ography that may be new to many of his friends 
in Chicago. He gave a practical illustration of 
the results of free trade by referring to an in- 
cident in bis early life, when be shipped as a 
sailor at $20 per month, and finally was put on 
shore in India because be would not work for 
the same pay that natives of that country could 
be employed for. The natives in Calcutta work 
for a rupee (about E cents) a day, and, as he was 
getting $20 a month, he was discharged to make 
room for the cheap labor. 


THE GREAT REPUBLICAN DEMONSTRA- 
TION iN NEW YORK. 
Four years ago the Republicans of New 
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by the Dr. 
Thomas last Sunday, in which he 
and boldly stated his position with reference 
to three of the most important doctrines in 


religious world, since he puts himself for- 
ward as an advocate of liberal and progress- 
ive views, bat not in advance of those held 
by hundreds of clergymen who have not yet 
avowed them. from feelings of timidity or 
motives of policy. 

It was a sermon which gave voice to the 
unuttered beliefs of thousands, and will 
arouse widespread discussion. It was a ser- 
mon whose influence will not end with the 
preaching, whatever may be the future work 
of Dr. Thomas. The vlergy of the Church 
may allow him to remain or it may close its 
doors against him, but the seed sown in that 
sermon are bound to germinate and bear 
fruit. 

Before making any comment upon the ser- 
mon it will be well to state briefly the diver- 
gencies in belief between Dr. Thomas and 
those members of the Conference, the clergy, 
and the laity who take issue with him, and 
have so long been covertly assailing hiy as a 
sort of heretic and ansound in the falth. These 
divergencies appertain to the three pivotal 
points of theology in every Church: the 
atonement, hell-fire of future punishment, 
and the inspiration of the Scriptures. 

Dr. Thomas believes in the doctrine of the 
atonement, but he does not believe lu what 
he calls the butcher theory” of the atone- 
ment—namely: that Christ was a sinner and 
was punished for sin, nor that the penalty of 
the law could be visited upon one who had 
never violated it. He believes that the atone- 
ment was the operation of the great law 
of “the vicariousness of love coming 
forth and seeking to save,”—a volun- 
tary sacrifice born of love for the 
world and sympathy for suffering humanity, 
and not a sacrifice rendered necessary by the 
assumption of sin or the violation of the law. 
In discussing the question of future 
punishment Dr. Thomas utterly repu- 
diates the theory of liseral hell-fire and 
of endless torments as a retribution for 
unbelief or failing to perform righteous 
deeds; and upon this point he expresses him- 
self with eloquent indignation: “If I be- 
lieved it [eternal punishment] I could wish 
the human race might perish from the face 
of the earth. If I believed it [ could wish 
that star after star might pale is light till 
the heavens were veiled in utter darkness. 
lf I believed it I could wish that God Himself 
were annihilated.” His real belief is stated 
so that any one can understand it: 

Now, as to the eternity of punishment, I ex-

The foreign dispatches intimate that the 
Sultan in a fit of fright at last has yielded to 
the demands of the Powers and has surren- 
dered Duicigno, and that the Montenegrins 
have entered the town and taken possession 
of it. If this news be true, and the energetic 
action of England and Russia in threatening 
to occupy a Turkish port in the Archipelago 
and then sail up to Constantinople has really 
influenced the Suitan to accept the logic of 
the situation, then one of the demands made 
by the Powers for the fulfiliment of the Ber- 
lin Treaty is completely settled. 

This does not, however, dispose of the re- 
lations between the Powers and Turkey 
growing out of the refusal of the latter to 
execute its provisions, nor does it do away 
with the necessity for a further display of 
power. The surrender of Dulcigno and its 
insignificant territory to the Montenegrins is 
a small affair as compared with the other de- 
mands made of the Porte. The Grecian 
question must now be settled. Instead of 
involving @ single seaport, the cession to 
Greece will cover a large and valuable area 
of Turkish territory in Thessaly and Epirus, 
which the Turks are unwilling to give up, 
and which they will delay and stave 
off to the latest possible period. There is uo 
doubt also that the Greeks will demand an 
immediate settlement. They were promised 
this territory three years ago as the reward 
for keeping out of the Russo-Turkish war 
when they were in a condition to Lave se- 
cured itas an indemnity for assistance to 
Russia. Their claim was conceded in the 
Berlin Congress to be just, and it was offi- 
cially recognized. Two years have elapsed 
since the treaty was signed, but nothing has 
been done until now to secure the territory, 
and even now it is uncertain what the Pow- 
ers will doin carrying out a proposal which 
originated with England. It is certain 
France will do nothing, for her affectwn for 
Greece has cooled down in a manner 
as sudden as it is mysterious, and 
Germany and Austria care nothing for 
her or her claims. Meanwhile she has an 
army of 40,000 men ready to act, and only 
awaiting the settlement of the Montenegrin 
question before meving to take the territory. 
She cannot stand the expense of holding 
these troops together much longer, nor will 
she be able to restrain them in their ardor to 
go forward. If the Powers do not move 
promptly Greece will, and, when she has 
once struck the blow, England at least can- 
pot desert her without dishonor. Nor does 
the Grecian matter end the demands that 
must be made upon Turkey. The independ- 
ence of Bulgaria must be secured so far as to 
release that territo?¥ from any further Turk-

their confidence in he wisdom, integrity, 
and statesmanlike qualities of its candidates.

It would have been assailing the good-sense 
and intelligence of the people to say that 
these causes would not produce such effects, 
But, though the logieal conviction of an 
_overpowering revival of Republicanism

positions are not satisfactory to multitudes 
of church-going people. This, however, is 
but a single Instance of many. The laity of 
all the Churches are beginning to inquire for 
themselves as to the origin and the destiny 
of man, because they are dissatisfied with 
old dogmas, which are not in harmony with 
the light of this age.

He reflects the 
ideas and beliefs of multitudes who have 
not the courage or the ability to give expres- 
sion to them. or are not in a position where 
it is required, 

More than this, Dr. Thomas has done his 
work in a manly way that will commend him 
to all sincere men. Unwilling to stand ina 
dubious or seemingly faise position to the 
Church in which he Was ‘ministered for 
twenty-nine years with more than the cus- 
tomary suceess, he has in this sermon served 
a formal notice unan the Conference. The

Arrival of the Immigration Commis- 
sion in Pekin-—Li Mung Chang on 
Gen. Grant—Chinese Gordon and the 
Viceroy on Board the Ashuclot. 

Correspondence New York Heraid. 

PIR, China, Aug. 12.—Our Ambassador's 
visit to Li Hung Chang. at Tientsin, was made 
in the afternoon of the Sthof August, his Ex- 
celiency being accompanied by Mr. Holcombe, 
“who acted as interpreter during the interview, 
and ten of the officers of the Ashuelot in full 
uniform. The Viceregail abode is situated in 
the western portion of the native town, about 
an bour’s march from the foreign conces- 
sion and near the junction of the Grand 
Canal with the Peiho River.

ent from Tag TRisune Office was dispatched to 
Shelbyville, and his report, written with no fear 
of consequent shotguns or night visitors, will be 
found herewith,—Ep. Tatnuxx.] 
THE REPORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Oct. 12.—I arrived in this 
city yesterduy morning, and want to arrive out 
a8 soon as possible. At present it is a splendid 
piace to stay away from, at least my observa- 
tons so far lead me to that belief. It is not the 
“devil's half-acre,”’ but itis the “ devil's whole 
acre,” with a few rods thrown in for good 
measure. My mission being to ascertain the 
character of the riot that occurred here Satur- 
day, I set myself to work, and by a thorough ro- 
search obtained these particulars: Saturday 
was the day appointed for the Republicans to 
close their campaign, and had been so adver- 
tised for several weeks. About ten days ago 
the Greenback Central Committee posted the 
town and county with ciroulars announcing that 
De La Matyr would be iu Shelby ville on the 9th. 
Saturday usually being a big day with the town 
merchants, and 

THE TWO POLITICAL GATHERINGS 
being advertised, a large uumber of people was 
in the city. Gen. Ben Harrison, who was to ad- 
dress the Republican meeting, spoke in the 
Court-House yard to an audience of 2,000 peo- 
ple, and De La Matyr spoke to about 100 men on 
the public square. 80 far as the meetings were 
coneerned, both were orderly, but the Green- 
back audience was dispersed by the riot before 
the speaker was dope. About midway between 
the public square and the Court-House, where 
the Republicans were holding their meeting, is a 
au loom run by aman named Hardebeck, who is 
a Democrat. From What I could learn of this 
place, it would put to shame the lowest house of 
Chicago. In this saloon a large number of Dem- 
ocrats congregated, and, after filling up with bad 
whisky, placed themselves on the sidewalk fo 
the purpose of ‘ 
INSUIZING REPUBLICANS 

who were obliged to pass there in order to get to 
the meeting. This lasted for some time without 
any difficulty, but after a time the ums 
struck the wrong crowd and received a good 
sound whipping for theirimpudence. A aum- 
ber of Republicans passing Hardebeck's cheered 
for Garfield, and immediately they were in- 
formed that No d—d Republican should Ralloo 
for Garfield in this place.” A few words were 
passed, when a Democratic bully struck a Re- 
publican over the head with a heavy cane, fn- 
flicting a serious wound. In a moment the bully 
was down in the dust, his fall being occasioned 
by a club used by a Republican.

A GENERAL RIOT, 

which lasted about three hours, and in which a 
dozen or more men came out with badly bruised 
crania and disfigured faces. Hardiy would one 
fight be over till another was commenced, and 
and in every one some person would get burt, 
most generally a Democrat. Nothing very se- 
rious happened till about 5 o’clock in the even- 
ing, when a row was commenced in the above- 
named saloon between a crowd of Democrats on 
the one hand and Republicans on the other. 
Which party was the aggressive in this case is 
not/ positively known, both sides claiming that 
the other was to blame. After the fight had 
been in progress for several minutes, long 
enough for sume half-dozen men to get knocked 
down, 


ALBERT M’CORCLE, 
a Demoeratand County Sheriff, rushea into the 
room, grabbed two Republican boys, Gib and Ed 
Kennedy, by the shoulders and took them out, 
leading them across the street. When away 
from the crowd McCorcle promised the boys that 
he would let them go if they would go home. 
This they agreed todo. Just as McCorcle let 
them loose a crowd of about two bundred, al! 
yelling like demons, made a break for the three 
men, surrounding them in a moment. In less 
time than it takes to write it, 
THE ENTIRE MOB WAS FIGHTING. 

Ed Kennedy, the younger of the two boys, his 
age being about F, drew a revolver and shot 
McCorele, the ball entering the left breast, pene- 
trating the lung. When this was done Kennedy 
broke and rua; at least he got away, and up to 
this time bas not been found. The fighting 
Stopped as soon as it was commenced, the ex- 
citement growing deeper and more wide every 
moment. McCorcie lingered till yesterday morn- 
ing, when he died, his death working the Demo- 
crats up to the highest pitch of excitement. 

A meeting was called and runners dispatched 
all over the county to spread the news. People 
flocked to town by the hundreds, each and every 
one being wound up to the bighest pitch of in- 
diguation. Threats were boldly made that if 
certain Republicans did not stay indoors and 
take back what they bad said they would be 

PUBLICLY ASSASINATED. 
Another meeting was beid in the evening. but 
what was done no one can find out. The Court- 
House has been draped in mourning and flags 
are fiying at dalf- mast, being trimmed with 
crape. McCorcie’s remains are lying in state at 
the Court-House, and, asa Democratic rally is 
to be held to-day, thousands of people will be 
here. At this particuiar time a Republican 
would be as safe in any Southern State as in 
this place. McUorcle was a kind of a pet among 
the Democracy, and they openly sweur that 
THEY WILL AVENGER HIS DEATH. 

Outside of polities McCorcie was an upright, 
honest, eober man, and was a worthy citizen. 
Politically be bad an influence that would be 
hard to dstimate. At his death he was serving 
his second term as Sherif. 

The county richiy deserves the name of 
Yazoo, and the paim of political meanness 
should be transferred from the sister county of 
Mississippi to her more worthy sister of Indiana. 
Among the Republicans there exists the feeling 
that the riot of Saturday was a preconcerted af- 
fair, and was gotten up for the sole purpose of 
putting at least one Republican candidate out of 
the way.

Sr. Paul., Minn., Oct. 122.—Edward Faye, an 
engineer lately in the employ of the Central 
Pacific Railway, has just arrived in St. Paul 
with specimens of rich gold-bearing quartz 
found in veins near the Lake of the Woods, in 
the British Possessf@ns.
